SUN SPOTS. 
Professor Heritage of our our city 
spent several hours on Saturday at 
Bluff Park, with a good sized tele­ 
scope examining the sun spots tha t 
have caused so much talk of late 
among astronamers. 
The profes.->or 
with a colored ey e glass attachment to 
the telescope, made for such solar 
studies, had an interesting examina­ 
tion of the sun and its peculiar phases 
at the present time. 
In a few day s, 
I on account of the sun’s rotation on 
its axes the spots will disappear from 
view and may not be seen when the 
s u n turns its side now in view earth­ 
ward again. 
Professor Heritage not only had a 
good view of the peculiar sun spots, 
but by holding a sheet of white paper 
at a proper distance from the ey e 
glass of the telescope he also had a 
perfect picture or shadow of the spots 
on the paper. 
There are one large 
and two small spots. 
In fact, the 
largest appears to be a cluster of 
spots. 
Here and there the newspapers en­ 
deavor to create an excitement re­ 
garding the sun spots, but the fact 
is, there 
is 
nothing 
remarkable 
about 
them, 
as 
indeed 
they 
make 
their 
appearance once 
in 
about every eleven or twelve y ears- 
As to the cause of the spots, Galileo, 
with his first telescope, over three 
hundred y ears ago, 
came as near 
guessing their character, as have any 
of the wise astronomers with their 
great glasses since his day . 
He 
thought them clouds or vapor floating 
in the sun’s atmosphere. 
It appears to have been safe for 
that great man to talk of what he 
knew regarding sun spots without run­ 
ning the risk of being imprisoned for 
upsetting certain theological notions. 
Astronomers can do mo more than 
theorize about the nature and cause of 


sud spots. At the present time it is 
widely held tha t the spots are areas of 
titanic storms in the gaseous body of 
the sun, and that the cooled vapors in 
the sun’s atmosphere, forming above 
such areas, shut off the light and 
make the sun’s face seem spotted. 
The present spot is approximately 
100,000 square miles in size—many

The bulls of nil tbe species of tbe 
genus bos are savage and dangerous 
•at times. The Romans knew no bet­ 
ter sport than to see a powerful bull 
of tbe common domestic species toss a 
lion unless it was to see him toss a 
man, and bullfights are still the most 
loved diversion in all Spanish and 
Spanish-Ameriean countries. The Amer­ 
ican bison used to be a fine tighter, the 
only indigenous animal which could 
whip him being the grizzly bear. But 
unquestionably the iiereest and most 
formidable gladiators of this genus are 
the buffaloes of Asia and Africa. 
Experience has taught the lions of 
Africa discretion, and they never lrunt 
tiie buffalo singly, but always in pairs 
or companies. The buffalo is far largci 
and more powerful than the lion, and 
one good toss of Ids long, sharp, pow­ 
erful horns, which frequently exceed 
twelve feet from tip to tip. is usually 
enough to 
kill the so called “king oí 
beasts.” In fact, one buffalo is almost, 
a match for two lions. Once when Sit 
Samuel W. B aker was hunting in Afri­ 
ca he found tin* dislocated skeleton of 
u buffalo lying intemdxed with the 
broken bones of a lion. He concluded 
from appearances that two lions had 
Ittacked one buffalo and that the buf­ 
falo had killed one of them, but had 
finally succumbed tí» the other. Major 
Vardon and Mr. Oswell once saw a 
buffalo bull carry on successfully a 
fight against three lions until he sud­ 
denly dropped dead froht the effects of 
x wound which Major Vardon had pre­ 
viously given him. 
The Asiatic buffalo is smaller anu 
less muscular than his African cousin, 
hut he has his full share of prowess. 
He is more than a match for the tigei. 
which declines the combat unless urged 
to it by hunger. 
Even the domestic 
hull buffalo usually will whip the tiger. 
The Indian driver of a pair of large 
buffalo bulls plunges unhesitatingly 
into the darkest and most tangled for 
est., aware that the tiger probably will 
aot attack him when thus accompanied 
and that even if it should his team 
would make short work of the fero­ 
cious beast with their massive horns. 
It is said the buffalo sometimes kills 
even the elephant its mode of attack 
being to thrust its horns into the ele­ 
phant's-belly. This may happen some­ 
times. but can hardly take place often, 
as the great weight and strength of the 
elephant make it when enraged a foe 
which neither the buffalo nor any oth­ 
er animal can withstand. Buffalo fights 
and fights between buffaloes and tigers 
are main features in the entertain­ 
ments of Indian primes. 
Most species of wild animals usually 
get along pretty well among them­ 
selves. but fights between buffalo bulls 
are frequent and deadly. The victor In 
such contests always raneorously pur­ 
sues the flying vanquished and tries to 
hook him in the rear. Sir Samuel W. 
Baker once came upon a pair of old 
bulls which. While lighting, had got 
their horns interlocked so they could 
not get loose. Having a rifle of great 
effectiveness, he killed them both at one 
shot. 
The buffalo is not only one of the 
most redoubtable of fighters, b u t is al­ 
so the most ruthless and ferocious, 
whether its antagonist be man or some 
other animal. 
“ Many animals charge 
when infuriated*” says Sir Samuel W. 
Baker, “but they can generally be 
turned by the stunning effect of a ri­ 
fle shot, even though they may be 
mortally wounded, but a buffalo Is a 
devil incarnate when it has once de­ 
cided on the offensive. 
Nothing will 
turn it. 
If not. killed it will assuredly 
destroy its adversary. 
There is no 
creature in existence that is so deter­ 
mined to startup out the life of its op­ 
ponent. 
Should it succeed in over­ 
throwing its antagonist It will not only 
gore the body with its horns, but It 
will endeavor to tear it to pieces and 
will stand upon its lifeless form and 
stam p it with his hoofs until the mu­ 
tilated remains are disfigured beyond 
all recognition.” 
It is this ferocity of 
the buffalo which makes buffalo hunt­ 
ing so exciting and so perilous a sport. 
Experienced hunters are always care­ 
ful not to stand In fro nt of a buffalo 
which has been felled by a bullet and 
Is apparently dead, for after every sign 
©f life is gone It may spring to its feet 
and deal destruction in every direction. 
Barou Ilarnier, a ITussian. shot a buf­ 
falo on the W hite Nile several years 
ago. His native servant had ju st tak­ 
en a position near tbe head of the ani­ 
mal. which was apparently dead, when 
it sprang to its feet and knocked the 
man headloug. 
Barou Ilarnier’s rifle 
being unloaded, lie courageously club­ 
bed the weapon and tried to drive the 
buffalo off. 
The animal turned furi­ 
ously upon him and stamped and gored 
him to death. 
The missionaries who 
found his body also found the carcass 
of the buffalo lying near it. and a little 
farther away was the body of his 
servant. 
No land animal except possibly the 
elephant loves water so much as the 
buffalo. 
In a wild state it frequents 
swampy ground, where It wallows in 
the w ater and plasters itself with mud. 
Its coat of mud when hardened In the 
sun affords It protection from the great 
gadflies which, especially in Africa, 
cause it much annoyance. The buffalo 
does not lose its love of w ater when 
domesticated, and its practice of lying 
down in every stream It comes to even 
when hitched to a cart gets it 
many 
« udgelings and cursings from its 
In­ 
dian drivers. 
The buffalo’s usual way of affording 


spo rt is as the hunted. 
T he Cingalese 
of Ceylon train it to be a hunter. 
A 
favo rite gam e of the Cingalese is the 
sw am p frequenting w aterfo w l. 
The 
w aterfo w ls are aceustorn-’d to buffaloes 
being near and do not fear them . 
The 
Cingalese therefo re teach tl» t 
buff a 
loes to browse slowly to w ard tbe game, 
while a man w ith a -guti creeps undis- 
yovered behind them until he gets w ith­ 
in e a s y shooting distance. 
Wild buffaloes are highly gregarious. 
W hen a herd containing a num ber of 
calves is threatened by Hons or tigers 
the bulls, if there lie time, arrange 
them selves in a circle around the cows 
and calves, presenting a solid array of 
horns, and the enemy m ust be pretty 
hungry if he will then attack. 
Herds 
num bering 500 or GOo used frequently 
to be m et w ith in Africa. 
Like other 
wild anim als, they were able to hold 
their own against savage man armed 
only w ith his bow and arro w s and oth 
er crude w eapons; but. like the lion, 
the rhinoceros, the elephant and all 
o ther large game, they have been ra p­ 
idly exterm inated since Europeans in­ 
troduced the practice of hunting them 
with firearm s.—Chicago Tribune.

In the “ vanity” section of a museum 
at Florence tbere is nu interesting col­ 
lection of blocks used for what is call­ 
ed “ religious tattooing” among Italian 
peasants of the district inclosed be­ 
tween the Abruzzi, Umbria and the 
Adriatic. 
Peasants in these parts at work with 
shirt sleeves rolled up display a Chris­ 
tian symbol of some sort or a text tat­ 
tooed in blue ink on their brown skin. 
This has been imprinted on the occa­ 
sion of some special festival. 
A wooden block is pressed upon the 
tightly drawn skin to mark the out­ 
lines of the design. This is then punc­ 
tured. and a blue iuk is rubbed into 
the wounds, which usually heal in 
i about twenty-four hours. The custom, 
I which is essentially Christian, is in 
commemoration of the branding of St. 
Francis, who founded. a monastery 
! close to Loretto.—London Telegraph.
